A RECORD CROP 


HARVESTING IN FULL SWING 


The 1915 crop has surprised eve the farmers. Every 
one spoken to comments on the size of the heads, the weight 
of the straw, and the trouble taken in cutting, owing to its 
thickness and the length of the straw. 

The sale of binders is twice wh.t the agents expected, 
and between fifty and sixty has been sent out within the past 
two weeks, while more could have been sold if they could 
have been got, but even the distributing centres are come 
completely cleaned out, The same applies to binder twine. 
lhe requirements were underestimated, but it is hoped that 
enough will come in during the next ten days to enable all 
the grain to be harvested in good time 

The weather of the past week has been unequalled for 
harvesting, being warm and sunny, with no rain, and every- 
thing is practically ready for cutting or being cut, with the 
exception of some oat fields which have been put in late, cr 
some crops which have been damaged by hail, but 
which, if frost keeps off tor another week, will be ripe, and 
in any case will make good green feed 

It is confidently expected that some of the wheat fields 
will go over 50 bushels per acre, and the oats over 100, and 
that some of these yields will be sustained over large acre- 
ages' H. A. Ruppe has a big field of wheat that on the 
same ground in 1913 gave 44 bushels, and he looks fer over 
50 this year, Will Knight, another successful Tudor farm- 
er, has had 6 binders busy during the past week on a field 
of 800 acres of grain, and expects to have it all down by the 
end of this week, if the weather continues dry, He looks for 
a big yield. 

Kernels are all large and plump, and should grade high 
and heads are long and plentiful, many containing more than 
fifty grains to the head 

With the exception of the hailed out farms, which form 
an inconsiderable part of the total crop of the district, there 
is not a bad crop to be seen anywhere, and even the hailed 
out farms, where less than 5o per cent damage has been done 
will get an average crop, and on the places where the crop 
had been stripped by the hail there will be lots of green feed, 
which with the insurance, will mean that even the man who 
was hailed will not lose entirely

Irrigation in a like this 
seems superfluous, and yet there 
are quite a number of crops 
thronghout the country which have 
been grown to some extent on wat- 
er supplied artificially, 

The local C.P.R. ire 
naturally somewhat pleased at the 
results attained by fall irrigation, 


year 


officials 


and on Wednesday last Mr R. S 
Stockton and Mr Don H. Bark 
treated a number of townspeople 
and farmers to a motor drive 


through the Crowfoot and Craig- 
antler districts, where there are a 
considerable number of tall irrigated 
crops. The irrigation water does 
not seem to have retarded growth in 
any case, and in fact, the crops on 
the whole are some days ahead of 
those in the district immediately 
surrounding Strathmore. 

It will require the threshers re- 
turns to show whether the irrigated 
crops will give a bigger yield than 
those on dry land with a similar 
amount of preparation, but one 
thing is certain, that it has not done 
those which the party was shown 
any harm, and they are as fine as 
could possibly be seen anywhere, 

The first exhibit shown was with- 
in the headquarters grounds at 
Strathmore where direct'y back of 
the buildings there is a crop ot five 
acres of alfalfa which is just about 
ready for a cutting, and 
will yield a remarkably good ton- 
nage. 

On the way out a remarkable 
phenomenon which the re- 
cuperative powers of the soil of this 
district was a field of oats belong- 
ing to Mr J. A. Cammeart, which 
was entirely hailed out in 
lent storm of four weeks ago, but 
is now over three feet high 
and fully headed out, and with an- 
other week’s immunity from frost 
will give a good yield. 

A WATERMASTER'S 

Exhit B on the irrigation trip 
was the farm of Me R. B_ Robsen, 
watermaster for Crowfoot and 
Craigantler districts, where a field 
of oats yielded g5 bushels per acre 
last fall under irrigation, and by the

stand this year should do better 
than that. Mr Robson will be very 
much disappointed if his yield 
this yeareunder fall irrigation, 
does not go further than that. He 
hasa splendid garden, with al 


most every kind of vegetable 
growing therein, which has been 
liberally watered. The most 
pleasing feature of his home are 
tho,fine trees, only three years 
old, which, planted from eight- 
inch slips, are now 15 feet high, 
with a circumference of several 
inches round the base. 

The Craigantler district is Mr 
Robson's special pride He in- 
formed the party that every farm- 
er but one in that district was us- 
ing water with successful results, 
and that all but that one had 
fine crops this year. The farm- 
ers, out there, he declared swore 
by irrigation, which led the 
scribe to comment that in that 
respect they differed from some 
of the other farmers throughout 
the block, who swore at it. 

Mr Robson, with the energet- 
ic assistance of Mr John Grant, 


the ditchrider for Grangantler 
district, has evidently done much 
educational work, and the result 
was that over 2000 acres were 
irrigated last year. 

Leaving Mr _ Robson's, the 
party proceeded to Mr H. G. 


Scheer’s, where there is some ir- 
rigated wheat that promises a 
splendid yield. 

BIG WINTER WHEAT 

CROP 

The next stop was at the farm 
on Mr J. B. Johannsen; whose 
men were, when the party arrived 
busy cutting a 2o-acre field of 
winter wheat, which, judging by 
the size of the stooks, will give a 
record yield, This field was fal] 
irrigated, and also sown to tim- 
othy, and now thatthe grain is 
cut, the timothy is seen to have 
come up well, and should give a 
good yield next year. Ir will 
probably be irrigated this fall to 
give ita good start. Mr Johan 
nsen, it is stated, has irrigated 
every year since igeg. Au- 
other binder is working on Mr 
Johannsen’s spring wheat, which 
gives promise of a bumper yield. 
It was also fall irrigated. Last 
year on the same field irrigated 
wheat yielded 3814 bushels per 
acre, and dry 10.
